Directions  for  Growing  Bulblets 

Make  a  trench  three  or  four  inches  wide  and  two  inches  deep 
(if  soil  is  light  and  sandy,  three  inches).  Sow  the  bulblets  in  the 
bottom  as  you  would  peas.  They  can  be  quite  close  together,  a 
half  inch  apart  each  way.  Now  put  in  one  inch  of  dirt  and  pack 
down  thoroughly  with  hoe  or  with  your  feet.  Then  fill  up  the 
trench  with  the  rest  of  the  dirt,  but  leave  it  loose.  They  must  be 
kept  quite  damp  and  not  allowed  to  dry  out.  You  can  lay  old 
gunny  sacks  over  the  rows,  and  when  green  shoots  begin  to  come 
through  take  them  off.  Keep  ground  well  stirred  and  all  weeds 
down,  and  you  should  have  a  nice  lot  of  bulbs  in  the  fall.  If  the 
bulblets  are  soaked  in  water  for  three  or  four  days  it  makes  them 
come  better  and  quicker.
